A DISABLED 75-year-old who faced 
an allegation of sexual assault by a 
carer, which was later withdrawn, 
has been angered by a lack of an 
apology. 

David Gower, of Colwell Rise, 
Luton, was receiving care from 
Swivel Care & Support Services Ltd 
when the woman made the claim, 
which he strenuously denies. 

Mr Gower (pictured) suffers from a 
neurological disorder which means 
he is unable to walk without a frame 
and can barely hold a pen and needs 
help with his day-to-day life. 

The woman complained to Luton 
Borough Council about Mr Gower, 
but the complaint was later with¬ 
drawn when she left Swivel. The 
authority have apologised to him for 
the distress it has caused. 

But the pensioner is upset over the 
lack of communication he is getting 
from Swivel who, despite numerous 
calls and meetings, he says will not 
withdraw the complaint. 

Mr Gower (right) said: “I am 
absolutely disgusted that they won’t 
apologise and withdraw the com¬ 
plaint. 

“I have asked them numerous 
times and I have been met with a wall 
of silence and rudeness. 

“It is affecting my health and well¬ 
being having this hanging over my 
head. I can’t sleep and have so many 
sleepless nights. It is so upsetting as it 
is so serious. 



“I cannot fault Luton Borough 
Council at all, they have dealt with it 
so well. I just wish Swivel would apol¬ 
ogise.” 

A spokesman for the Town Hall 
said: “We have written to and met 
with Mr Gower and, as far as we are 
concerned, the matter is now 
closed.” 

Samartha Ndagi, manager of Swivel 
Care, said: “As far as I am concerned 
this case is closed. I will not write a 
letter to him.” 

No complaint was made to the 
police.

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County police 
will ‘talk to 
anyone’ if it 
saves money

CASH-STRAPPED Bedfordshire 
Police are opening their doors to 
ANYBODY’ who would like to share 
services in a bid to claw back a 
£15.lm funding gap. 

The news comes as plans to join 
Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire 
forces’ Firearms and Information and 
Communication Technology units are 
given the thumbs up - saving more 
than £500,000 a year. 

After a merger between the two con¬ 
stabularies was rejected by 
Hertfordshire in July, the two forces 
began looking at extending collabora¬ 
tion in relation to a number of their 
units. 

Bedfordshire Chief Constable 
Gillian Parker, who dubbed collabo¬ 
ration a ‘hellish option’ in July, 
explained the proposals are not 
enough to make the savings needed 
and the force is open to discussions 
with other public bodies and private 
business to look at shared services. 

Mrs Parker refuted rumours that a 
merger with Cambridgeshire Police is 
on the cards, although discussions 
are underway regarding the collabo¬ 
ration between the forces. 

She said: “I’m determined to safe¬ 
guard policing services and jobs. 

“A merger would have been a far 
better option. 


“The police and the local authori¬ 
ties do offer very different services, 
but nonetheless there are some we 
could share. 

“We have to squeeze out as much as 
we can from those things that don’t 
directly affect the public. 

“Public service cuts are the last 
resort but I think it is inevitable.” 

So far the two forces have intro¬ 
duced collaboration between their 
Major Crime Units, Professional 
Standards Units, Dog Units, Scientific 
Services and Civil Contingencies and 
Public Order Planning sections. 

The latest two were agreed in a 
meeting of Bedfordshire Police 
Authority this month, as well as initial 
proposals to liaise over procurement 
issues between Bedfordshire, 
Hertfordshire and Cambridgeshire 
and pensions between Hertfordshire 
and Bedfordshire. 

The chairman of Bedfordshire 
Police Authority Peter Conniff 
explained that if the procurement 
proposal is agreed the three forces 
could end up wearing the same uni¬ 
form 

He said: “Anybody, public or private, 
we would welcome them to talk to us. 

“Anything is always cheaper if you 
make a bigger order. 

“We’ve got to look at anybody who 
can help save our costs and theirs, as 
long as it’s in the best interest of the 
people of Bedfordshire.” 


Report casts force 
in poor light over 
performance and 
missed targets 

BEDFORDSHIRE Police are performing below average and 
missing most of their targets. 

The twice-annual performance report shows the force in a 
bad light, as they have fallen way behind their targets. 

The review measures the p 
nationwide, in areas such 
as public confidence, levels 
of crime recorded and the 
performance of emergency 
responses. 

Bedfordshire Police 
scored below their targets 
in 19 out of 22 of these 
indicators, of which there 
was one other with no set 
target. 

In 18 of these, 

Bedfordshire Police were 
classed as ‘significantly 
below target,’ meaning they 
were five per cent lower 
than their target. 

For example, the force 
had set the target of having 
a maximum of 20,334 
recorded crimes in between April and September, when the 
actual figure stood at 22,343. 

Also, in the minority ethnic recruitment target, they are 
only halfway to fulfilling the target, with only five per cent of 
officers recruited this year being from an ethnic minority 
background. 

Compared to similar forces, Bedfordshire was below 
average in 12 of the 15 indicators where an average was 
applicable, while meeting the average in the other three. 

Bedfordshire Police’s deputy chief constable lohn Fletcher 
[pictured] said: “In terms of targets themselves, Bedfordshire 
Police have been set far-stretching targets and that’s quite 
right and proper so we improve our performance year-on- 
year. 

“Context is important though. 

“Bedfordshire Police have reduced crime by 18 per cent in 
the last three years, that is 9,000 fewer victims of crime. 

“We are not complacent and I would like to emphasise 
there is nothing to indicate violence is on the rise in 
Bedfordshire.” 



EasyJet chief calls for 
rethink over air tax rise 



THE UK’S largest airline has 
called for air passenger duty 
(APD) to be reformed. 

EasyJet - which carries more 
passengers each year than 
British Airways - issued a 
reminder on Friday that APD is 
set to rise once again next week 
to £12 on flights within Europe 
which means the tax will have 
increased by 140 per cent since 
2007. 

The low-cost carrier is contin¬ 
uing its campaign to overhaul 
APD along with other airlines 
and environmental groups 
because there is no relation 
between the level of the tax and 
the level of emissions. 

It says the issues surrounding 
the fairness of the tax remain 
unaddressed since transfer 
passengers joining flights 
departing from the UK pay no 
tax and those travelling on pri¬ 
vate jets remain exempt while 
ordinary passengers bear the 
full burden of the levy. 

Reform of APD is included in 


the Government’s Coalition 
agreement and both the 
Conservatives and the Liberal 
Democrats made reform of 
APD from a poll tax on passen¬ 
gers into a fairer and greener 
per-plane tax a firm manifesto 
commitment. 

Easyjet’s chief executive 
Carolyn McCall said: “The 


Government should reform Air 
Passenger Duty to make it fairer 
for the public and to encourage 
greener behaviour by airlines. 

“APD is already higher in the 
UK than anywhere else in 
Europe and UK passengers and 
the environment would be bet¬ 
ter off if the tax was shifted from 
per person to a per-plane tax.” 


Victim left with 
burns following

Detective 
constable Lavern 
Charles said: “The 
victim was taken to 
the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital 
for treatment to 
the burns and it is 
believed he will be 
left with some 
scarring. 

“I would like to 


trace anyone who 
has information 
about this incident. 

“It is possible that 
the offender was 
waiting for the 
victim to leave the 
house and 
pedestrians or 
motorists may have 
seen him in the 
street prior to the 
assault.”

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Pigeons’ necks wrung in 
view of hospital patients

A WOMAN was left ‘disgusted’ after hos¬ 
pital pest control killed baby pigeons in 
full sight of patients. 

Debbie Mills, 52, of Waller Avenue, 
Luton, was visiting her mother in Luton 
& Dunstable Hospital on Monday when 
she first saw the distressed birds. 

She reported to a nurse 
that the pigeons 
were trapped but 
was shocked 
when she 
returned the 
next day to 
see a man 
wringing the 
necks of the 
birds. 


Ms Mills said: “I first saw them on the 
Monday and they were really distressed, I 
thought they were trapped in the air con¬ 
ditioning and their mum was desperately 
trying to get to them. 

“I told the nurse in the office and asked 
her if she could call maintenance to free 
them and she said she would. 

“When I came back on Tuesday after¬ 
noon, one of the patients noticed some¬ 
one was on the roof so we went to 
the window to see what was happen¬ 
ing. 

“I saw him take the pigeons out and I 
thought he was freeing them and then he 
just broke their necks and threw them in 
a bag. 

“I was absolutely disgusted. Everyone 
could see what he was doing. I opened 
the window and asked what he was doing 
and he said ‘I am dispatching them’. 

“I was so shocked. He said they are ‘fly¬ 
ing vermin’. He then just put bird feed 
back where they had been and closed 
what must have been a trap.” 

A hospital spokesman said: “Pigeons 
are attracted to the warmth of the hospi¬ 


tal buildings. Since pigeon droppings 
present a health hazard, the L&D uses a 
specialist contractor who flies a hawk 
over the hospital twice a week to scare 
the pigeons. 

“This has proved to be very effective in 
reducing the number of roosting 
pigeons. We also have large nets over 
gaps in the buildings. From time to time, 
pigeons find a way through the net. 

“On this occasion the contractor, who is 
licensed to control pigeons that present a 
health hazard, saw that the pigeons were 
distressed and despatched them in a 
humane way. 

“On other occasions, the pigeons can 
sometimes be released. Incidentally, the 
hawk does not catch and eat the pigeons 
since the contractor ensures that the 
hawk is fed before it flies out to scare the 
birds away. 

“Controlling pigeons is quite sophisti¬ 
cated. The pigeons cleverly get used to 
which days the hawk is flying so the con¬ 
tractor comes on different days and at 
different times of the day to ensure that 
the pigeons don’t notice a pattern.”

Muriel suffered fatal heart attack after car collision 


AN ELDERLY woman who was hit by a 
car earlier this month has died in hospi¬ 
tal after suffering a heart attack. 

Muriel Kirby, 75, of Grove Road, 
Dunstable, was taken to Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital with a suspected 
broken hip after the collision in Cardigan 
Street, Luton, on October 12. 

But she later died in St George’s 
Hospital, London, after she had a heart 
attack. She underwent a right hip 


replacement and pelvic repair because of 
the crash. 

Another man, who is 73, was hit by the 
blue Vauxhall Vectra and was taken to 
hospital with minor injuries. 

It is believed the car driver involved did 
stop at the scene for a short time but the 
driver left leaving no contact details. 

The car was later found during the 
afternoon parked in Inkerman Street in 
the town. 


The officer in charge of the investiga¬ 
tion, PC Dave Clarke, of the Collision 
Investigation Unit, is keen to trace any¬ 
one who saw the collision, particularly 
an elderly man, who may be a vital wit¬ 
ness, as it is believed he spoke with the 
driver before he left the scene.

FAMILIES of residents facing being 
forced out of their care home think 
the council has been insensitive by 
handing out leaflets for other 
centres. 

Luton Borough Council has started 
a 90-day consultation into its plans 
to close down The Mount in 
Tennyson Road, Luton. 

As of yet, no official verdict has 
been delivered on the future of the 
specialist dementia care home, but 
families think the decision has 
already been made. 

Sandy McDowell, whose 89-year- 
old mother lives at The Mount, said: 
“We were at a meeting on Monday 
night and flyers were given out for 
another private care home inviting 
us to an open-day which I thought 
was cheeky and insensitive. 

“And not just for us, for the staff, 
too. It speaks volumes and shows we 
have little chance of saving the 
home.” 

Peter Conquest of Barton-le-Clay, 


whose mother is also a resident, said: 
“The council has fervently denied a 
decision has been made but I think 
that is rubbish.” 

A Luton Borough Council spokes¬ 
woman said: “The leaflets were 
requested by residents’ families who 
wanted to compare and contrast 
other facilities available as part of the 
consultation process.” 

All 28 residents are threatened with 
relocation if it is decided to close The 
Mount in February. 

Its 43 members of staff would also 
face losing their jobs. 

The council says it would cost at 
least £100,000 to bring the building 
up to standard and, in a year, savings 
of £604,000 would be made if the 
service was scrapped. 

At the full Luton Borough Council 
this Tuesday, leader of Luton Liberal 
Democrats Cllr David Franks will ask 
Cllr Mehmood Hussain to: ‘Give an 
assurance that if the decision to 
close The Mount dementia care 
home is confirmed the home will not 
close so long as it houses permanent 
residents and that meanwhile, spare 
rooms will be used for short-term 
respite care?’ 


Burglary 999 call led to arrest 
of a sixteen year-old suspect 


A TEENAGE boy was arrested 
on Tuesday after police 
received a report of a burglary 
in progress. 

The incident happened at 
around 2.45pm when a 
member of the public dialled 
999 to say she had noticed 
two youths climbing over a 
fence in Kingsway, Dunstable. 

Officers launched an 
immediate area search and 
arrested a 16-year-old boy. 

A number of neighbouring 
properties also reported 
burglaries on Tuesday 
afternoon. 

The teenager was arrested 
on suspicion of two burglaries 
and two attempted burglaries. 
He was later released on 
police bail pending further 
inquiries. 

The arrest was the latest in a 
series of operations as 


Bedfordshire Police moves 
forward with ‘Op Vision’, an 
ongoing initiative aimed at 
reducing burglary and 
promoting crime prevention. 

Detective Constable Sarah 
Pickering said: “Burglaries tend 
to increase in the winter 
months and there is already 
evidence of this in the 
Dunstable area. 

“Police are doing all we can 
and are committed to 
targeting burglars around the 
clock, as part of our ongoing 
winter burglary initiative. 

“The public can help 
themselves by being vigilant 
and contact us if they see 
anything suspicious.”

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MP’s delight at bypass date 
- despite the five-year wait

AN MP has hailed a set date for the 
start of works on the long-awaited 
Dunstable bypass as ‘fantastic 
news’. 

Construction work will not begin 
until 2015 but the public inquiry 
will begin ‘as soon as possible’ 
according to a letter to South West 
Bedfordshire member Andrew 
Selous from Roads Minister Mike 
Penning dated on Thursday. 

The road is set to relieve a huge 
amount of traffic from Dunstable 
and the Government proposes to 
meet Central Bedfordshire Council 


and the private developer as a mat¬ 
ter of urgency to agree heads of 
terms between the Highways 
Agency and the developer. 

However, the new Junction 11a 
cannot be built as the Ml Junctions 
10 to 13 hard shoulder running con¬ 
tract let by the last Government did 
not include Junction 11a. 

As a result the junction cannot be 
built at the same time with the hard 
shoulder running as this will end up 
costing the taxpayer more. 

The Secretary of State for 
Transport, Philip Hammond, will 
visit the proposed A5-M1 link short¬ 
ly to see for himself how badly it is 
needed and all the wider benefits to 


the whole community that will 
occur when it is built. 

Mr Selous (pictured right) said: 
“This letter is fantastic news for 
Dunstable, Houghton Regis, 
Leighton Buzzard, Linslade and our 
surrounding villages. 

“This bypass is the key to 6,800 
new jobs, the regeneration of 
Dunstable and Houghton Regis as 
well as making Leighton Buzzard 
and Linslade a more attractive loca¬ 
tion for business. 

“It will help us build some of the 
homes we need for local people as 
well. I look forward to welcoming 
the Secretary of State here shortly to 
see all this for himself.”

Town’s council is one of the leaders in 
cycle club’s pothole-repairing league 


LUTON Borough Council is one of 
the top pothole repairers in the 
country, according to new 
statistics. The Cyclist Touring Club 
[CTC] has announced the figures 
which show Luton is miles ahead of 
neighbouring council, Central 
Bedfordshire. 

But out of 212 of the UK’s local 
authorities Central Bedfordshire 
Council comes at a lowly 206th, 
fixing just ten of the 129 potholes 
reported to it. 

Luton Borough Council on the 
other hand is in 29th place with 
eight of the 17 holes reported being 
fixed. It is estimated councils pay 


out more than £50 million in 
compensation claims due to poor 
roads with the holes at fault for a 
third of mechanical issues with 
cars on UK roads. 

More than 40,000 potholes have 
been reported to the CTC with 
around 12,000 fixed. On average 
28.7 holes are reported per day to 
the group. 

Luton Borough councillor Dave 
Taylor said: “We would like to thank 
the people of Luton who are taking 
the time to make such good use of 
our highways maintenance hotline 
on 01582 510333. This is also a 
tribute to the professionalism of 


our staff and contractors who are 
dedicated to repairing potholes 
within 24 hours.” 

Since last winter Luton Borough 
Council has repaired an estimated 
5,600 potholes. 

More than 4,000 were completed 
during and immediately after the 
severe weather, and an average of 
142 are completed each month 
within one hour of being confirmed 
by a highways inspector. 

A Central Beds spokesman said: 
"We had not previously been aware 
of this league table. However, we 
will investigate the results and 
respond accordingly."

Deceitful brother and 
sister spared prison

A BROTHER and sister who con¬ 
spired to commit benefit fraud nar¬ 
rowly escaped jailed sentences on 
Thursday. 

Rifa Begum, 28, and her brother 
Nadir Ahmed, 23, both of Highbury 
Road, Luton, pleaded guilty at Luton 
Crown Court to conspiracy to 
defraud Luton Borough Council 
between April 2003 and October 
2005. 

Judge Barbara Mensah said their 
comments to probation officers 
showed they did not appreciate how 
serious their misconduct had been. 

She said: “Some people may think 
these offences are alright because no 
one suffers. But we all suffer the 
financial and social consequences of 
people who defraud the system. 

“I do not accept that you did not 
realise it was so wrong.” 

Begum also pleaded guilty to 
obtaining a mortgage by deception 
in February 2006. 

She was given an eight month 
prison sentence suspended for 12 
months with 200 hours unpaid work 
and Ahmed a six month sentence 
suspended for 12 months with 150 
hours work. 

They were also both given a two 
month curfew. 

Quinton Newcombe, prosecuting, 
said that over the period, £31,464 


was paid in housing and council tax 
benefit to their mother to which she 
was not entitled. 

The council were led to believe that 
she was paying rent to a landlord not 
related to her. 

In fact Rifa Begum owned the 
property, and was believed to be liv¬ 
ing there for most of the time with 
her mother, brother and another 
sister. 

In February 2006, she also 
obtained a further mortgage on the 
property for £16,332 for a loft exten¬ 
sion by lying about her occupation 
and salary. 

In interview she said she had been 
advised by a law centre that her 
mother was entitled to claim the 
allowances if her daughter was not 
living at home and 
she said a mortgage advisor 
had completed the application form. 

Ahmed told investigators that his 
father had claimed benefits and after 
he died he completed the claim 
forms, saying he did not know his 
sister had bought the house. He said 
his mother knew nothing about it. 

Counsel for the brother and sister 
said they had taken on their father’s 
role at a young age and had not been 
living a lavish lifestyle on the money. 

They said some of the money had 
been repaid and the 
mortgage company had not lost any 
money as a result of the 
fraud. 


Road closed for

Group hits out 
over ‘non-jobs’

MORE than £700,000 is being wasted on so 
called ‘unnecessary’ and ‘highly question¬ 
able’ jobs across Bedfordshire’s councils - 
according to a leading national pressure 
group. 

Research from the Taxpayers’ Alliance 
(TPA) shows that Central Bedfordshire and 
Luton Borough Councils are employing staff 
in roles labelled as ‘non-jobs’ with Luton the 
county’s worst offenders. 

The TPA compiled a report focusing on 
those who are employed as, or equivalent to, 
a political advisor, European officer, diversity 
officer and climate change officer across all 
UK councils between 2009-10. 

Luton Borough Council employs several 
diversity officers costing £229,120, four cli¬ 
mate change officers at a cost of £178,260 
and a European officer for £34,264. 

Central Bedfordshire Council pays out 
£56,904 and £50,666 for a diversity officer 
and climate change officer respectively. 

The news comes a week after the 
Government announced that 500,000 jobs in 
the public sector are to be axed across the 
UK. 

A spokesman for the TPA said: “This report 
examines four jobs which could be cut with¬ 
out affecting front-line services. 

“These positions cost taxpayers millions of 
pounds each year but their purpose is highly 
questionable.” 

A spokeswoman for Luton Borough Council 
said: “With the Government budget situa¬ 


tion, we are closely examining the whole 
staffing structure of the council and services 
provided to ensure we deliver the best 
possible services to suit our diverse local 
population. 

“We have one European funding manager 
whose expertise in the complicated process 
of applying for specialist funding from 
Europe has helped us achieve, for example, 
£1.2 million for Stockwood Discovery Centre, 
£4m for Butterfield Business and Innovation 
Centre and £1.8m for the European Social 
Fund which supports people into employ¬ 
ment and training. 

“Five diversity officers help to promote 
equality and eliminate discrimination in line 
with the Equality legislation, and particularly 
valuable for Luton’s diverse population. 

“The Equality Act brings together nine 
separate pieces of legislation all of which 
have a major impact on the council's respon¬ 
sibilities as both a provider of services and as 
an employer. 

“The authority is committed to advancing 
equality for all its residents and believes the 
best way of doing so is to have dedicated 
resources to comply with the legislation and 
secure the improvements required for its 
residents. 

“The four climate change experts ensure 
the council reduces C02 emissions by 11 per 
cent and achieves potential energy cost sav¬ 
ings of £11.6m over the next three years. 

“The council has been highly commended 
in the Sustainable FM Awards for being one 
of the most energy aware local authorities in 
the UK.”

PC Sophie McGrath said 
the men, who are both 
described as white and 
spoke with Irish accents, 
then took jewellery and 
cash before leaving the 
scene in an unknown 
direction. 

She said: “This has 
happened at a property 
which is on one of Luton’s 
major roads and it is 
possible that passers-by 
or motorists may have 
seen the men before or 
after the burglary.

The scandal of EU extradition 


SIR - Some time ago a 
tremendous fuss was made 
about the secret transport of 
suspected terrorists to 
Guantanamo Bay and elsewhere 
for interrogation - a practice 
known as ‘extraordinary 
rendition’. 

To date, over 1,000 British 
subjects have been taken, under 
a European Arrest Warrant 
(EAW), for trial in countries like 
Greece. The difference being 
that, while extraordinary 
rendition is illegal, extradition 
with a EAW is legal under EU law. 

Unfortunately for those 
concerned, when they are 
arrested in Britain and 
transported to some other part 


of the EU, they are not, under EU 
law, able first to have their case 
heard by a British magistrate. 

Consequently, the extradition 
cannot be halted if the charge is 
found to be unjustified. And the 
EU claims that its laws are 
superior to ours. 

Once in the hands of another 
EU state, the prisoner can be 
held for months before being 
tried, while the charge may 
relate to some innocent act, 
while on holiday, that is not an 
offence in Britain. It can even 
result from mistaken identity by 
a witness under circumstances 
that would never be accepted by 
a British court. 

Meanwhile, his family is 


subjected to untold worry and 
even hardship. 

And if he runs a business, it can 
be wrecked by his absence, with 
all the attendant misery for his 
employees and customers. 

Whereas, if a British magistrate 
was allowed to hear the case 
first, it is probable that the 
accused could be released on 
bail pending his trial. 

There may well be a legal 
difference between arrest under 
a EAW and extraordinary 
rendition. 

But for the victim, who may 
well be innocent, the difference 
is exceedingly thin.

I assumed that all their nursing 
and care staff were trained to deal 
with the illness that my mother has, as 
there is a section in the home that 
specifically deals with dementia. 

There has always been staff and will 
always be staff shortages, as with any 
business environment especially

where stress is the main factor. The 
ratio of staff to residents on the 
dementia ward is 1:5. So in this situa¬ 
tion you have five residents with dif¬ 
ferent needs to one member of staff. 

Hence five different kinds of demen¬ 
tia-related illnesses and I found it 
hard to deal with my mother on a 1:1 
basis. 

In the relatives meeting on October 
5 it was announced that they have 
taken on five new care assistants, two 
new nurses and three new domestics 
subject to CRB checks and references 
and they will start within the next four 
to six weeks. 

The issue here is what if, after the 
checks have been carried out, that 
they are not suitable, or they start the 
job and do not like it and leave, or 
they do not want the job? That means 
that the whole recruitment procedure 
will have to start again. 

Given the situation that Southern 
Cross is in would it not be good busi¬ 
ness sense to approach an agency 
which has already carried out the 
checks, has candidates who already 
have dementia training and pay the 
agency to find them staff that they 
need, whether it be on a temporary or 
permanent basis, in order that the sit¬ 
uation can be resolved as quickly as 
possible. 

I understand that every business is 
formed to make a profit, but it also 
has a commitment to its customers. 

Southern Cross has a duty of care to 
its residents where they are contract¬ 
ed to meet the needs of the residents 
and not the residents meeting the 
needs of the Southern Cross. 

One of the situations facing the rela¬ 
tives of the residents in the home 
especially the residents with demen¬ 
tia is that if the home is forced to 
close it would not be easy as they do 
not like change. 

The move would cause a lot of stress 
which in turn could kill them within 
the space of two weeks. 

Moving house is very stressful for a 
person without a mental illness so 
imagine what a person with dementia 
will be going through. Therefore I 
would like to thank the nursing and 
care staff, who have not ‘deserted the 
sinking ship’, for trying to achieve the 
requirements of the local council and 
other governing bodies in order to 
care for your residents. 

You do the job because you want to. 
I personally would not want to be in 
the situation that you are in right 
now.

THE fire service is shelling out 
nearly £300,000 to bring in a 
private company to do its PR 
work. 

In an advertisement for the job 
on The Drum website - which 
lists jobs available in PR, market¬ 
ing and the media — it states: 
‘The overall value of the contract 
will be between £270,000 and 
£286,000 and will be divided 
across nine lots, beginning on 
April 1, 2011 and running for 
three years.’ 

It also says Bedfordshire and 
Luton Fire and Rescue Service is 
‘seeking marketing and public 



relations suppliers which will 
provide PR and promotional 
media support, advertising and 
marketing services and corpo¬ 
rate branding expertise’. 


David Franks, leader of Luton 
Borough Council’s Liberal 
Democrats group, said: “I think 
they do need some professional 
help from time to time with deal¬ 
ing with local press, radio and TV 
but £90,000 a year is a hell of a lot 
of money. 

“I just can’t believe they really 
need £90,000. If they do they 
must be in all kinds of trouble.” 

A fire service spokeswoman, 
from Manners PR, said: “This is a 
new contract which is different 
to the one we are under. 

“It provides a range of services 
from PR to marketing. We supply 
the press elements. 

“It covers a broader range of 
skills than the existing one.”

Marsh Farm farce is 
as clear as... mud 


D ON’T shoot the 

messenger is a phrase 
that comes to mind at the 
moment. 

As we have been reporting 
over the last few weeks, 
attempts to fund a project to 
help the unemployed in Marsh 
Farm has hit the buffers. 

The Marsh Farm Outreach 
CIC had submitted a plan to 
help the unemployed start up 
their own businesses. 

The cost of it would be 
£840,000, which would be 
stumped up by the 
Government, ie the taxpayer. 
The plan was rejected twice 
earlier this year, although the 
reasons have not been made 
clear. 

The MFO group then lobbied 
the Minister of Communities 
and Local Government, 

Andrew Stunell. He changed 
his mind and said the funds 
would be forthcoming, 
although the reason for the 
change of mind were not made 
clear. 


It was then revealed that MFO 
was in liquidation, so was not 
able to sign any contracts for 
this project. 

The winding up order against 
MFO was then temporarily lift¬ 
ed, with conditions, but the 
conditions have not been fully 
explained. 

Mr Stunell and his depart¬ 
ment then changed its mind 
again and the plan was rejected 
once more, although the rea¬ 
sons have not been made clear. 

Do you sense a theme here? 
Well we certainly did and all we 
have been asking for is some 
clarity and explanation of what 
has been going on and why. 

The people of Luton deserve 
nothing less. 

There has been a distinct lack 
of candour from all involved 
including MFO and especially 
Mr Stunell and his department. 

I also understand that MFO 
and its supporters see Luton on 
Sunday’s reporting of the story 
as an attempt to kill the proj¬ 
ect. 


Not true, we welcome 
Government cash coming to 
Luton, particularly to help the 
unemployed. 

But what LoS does want is to 
get to the truth behind this 
farce and the reasoning behind 
it. Luton taxpayers deserve to 
know what has been going on 
and that is what we have been 
calling for. 

Apparently MFO are also 
seeking answers. We wish them 
luck and if they get any maybe 
they will answer our phone 
calls and share them with us. 

Indeed, as I understand it, the 
money is still available, just not 
for this particular project. 

So let’s hope the umbrella 
organisation of MFO, the 
Marsh Farm Community 
Development Trust, gets its act 
together quickly and proposes 
an alternative scheme to help 
the jobless of the area and the 
Government money can still be 
used. 

In a nice, open, accountable 
way.

LUPUS is something we may 
have all heard of but little is 
known about the illness. 

Seventy-one-year-old Carol 
Rayner was diagnosed with lupus 
in 1982 and since then it has had 
a profound impact on her life. 

She said: “I have been ill for 
many years, nobody knew what 
it was for ages. At 21,1 was taken 
into hospital for six weeks and 
they didn’t know what was wrong 
with me. 

“My sugar level was up and 
down. They didn’t know it then 
but it was probably the lupus. 

“I have always bruised badly. I 
didn’t need to be touched to 
bruise. I ended up in Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital in 1982 and 
they diagnosed me with 
Lupus. As they don’t have a 
specialist unit 
there I was 
trans¬ 


ONE Luton woman, who has suffered from an 
incurable illness for the past 28 years, spoke to 
LoS reporter SOPHIE SCOTT about the effect it 
has had on her life and to raise awareness. 


ferred to St Thomas’ Hospital in 
London. 

“I had miscarriages when I was 
in my 20s and the first thing they 
told me was if I had any children it 
would have killed me. 

“I had to have an hysterectomy 
in my late 20s so I suppose it was a 
good thing really.” 

While the word lupus may con- 
jure up images of 
wolves (it means 
wolf in Latin), 
its origin lies in 
a facial rash 
which was 
thought 
to 


resemble a wolf’s bite. It is an 
incurable immune system illness 
and it is thought that some 
50,000 people suffer from it in 
the UK. 

Carol and her husband lack 
have run Rayner’s School of 
Dancing in Ashwell Avenue, 
Sundon Park for 46 years. 

“We have danced at the Royal 
Albert Hall in a formation team. 
Jack’s hobby was to dance and 
after we got married I got into it 
and we haven’t really looked 
back since.” 

They both love to dance and 
to teach but, while Jack is still 
teaching as much as he can, 
Carol (pictured) has had to take 
a back seat as her symptoms 
have become worse. She had a 
stroke ten years ago and has to 

walk with crutches. 

But last weekend, some of 
their students went on a 
sponsored walk to raise

charity and raised more than 
£400. October is national lupus 
awareness month and as many 
of the symptoms can be con¬ 
fused with other illnesses and 
diseases, Carol wants people in 
Luton to be aware of them. 

Women are the principal suf¬ 
fers and lupus can be triggered 
after childbirth, during puberty 
or at the menopause as it is 
mainly caused by hormonal 
activity and change. 

The two major symptoms are 
joint and muscle aches and 
pains and extreme fatigue and 
weakness. 

Others include a permanent 
rash over cheeks, flu-like symp¬ 
toms, increased risk of miscar¬ 
riage and rashes from sunlight. 

Carol explained how she had 
to take numerous tablets a day: 
“I live on a lot of tablets, about 
20 a day, I take steroids and the 
after effects are that it attacks 
my bones so my walking is not 
all that good. I have to use 
crutches to walk. 

“I have to go to the L&D to have 
blood tests each week as I have 
low platelets in my blood and I 
am on the steroids to keep them 
up. But it is a catch-22 situation 
really as the steroids then affect 
my bones. 

“It is so difficult to diagnose in 
the first place, it mimics other 
diseases. I am very lucky though, 
I have to admit I couldn’t get 
better medical treatment than 
what I do at the L&D and at St 
Thomas’. They do really look 
after me.”

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Owners may be forced 
to sell empty properties

OWNERS of the 2,313 empty 
homes across Central Bed¬ 
fordshire maybe forced to sell up 
if they don't bring them back to 
life. 

However, council bosses have 
said a forced sale or compulsory 
purchase order is a ‘last resort’. 

The draft Empty Homes Strategy 
2010-2015 by Central Bedford¬ 
shire Council, which went before 
the Social care, Health and 
Housing Overview and Scrutiny 
committee on Monday, is hoping 


to bring the 1,160 homes which 
have been vacant for six months 
or more back into use. 

And, if the programme is given 
the thumbs-up by the council’s 
Executive Committee on Tuesday, 
the cash-strapped authority could 
spend up to £160,000 a year on 
the plans. 

Cllr Rita Drinkwater, portfolio 
holder for housing at Central 
Bedfordshire Council, said: “We 
want to bring long term 
empty homes back into occupa¬ 
tion. 

“We will be looking at why own¬ 
ers leave homes empty and work¬ 


ing closer with partners and prop¬ 
erty owners to look at reducing 
the number of empty homes we 
have. 

“For example, some owners may 
be struggling to renovate homes 
to habitable standards and may 
welcome loan assistance. 

“Other owners may want help to 
let their properties, which is 
where we can work with local 
Lettings Agents, under the coun¬ 
cil’s new Lets Rent scheme. 

“There is not a ‘one size fits all’ 
answer to this issue which is why 
the proposed research is neces¬ 
sary.”

A CAMPAIGN to make Luton a 
Fairtrade town will be put to the 
council this week. 

Grassroots and Luton Council 
of Faiths are leading the move¬ 
ment which would see the town 
promote products bearing the 
Fairtrade mark. 

At the full Luton Borough 
Council meeting on Tuesday 
night councillors will consider a 
motion to support the campaign. 


The first part of the process is 
for the council to start using 
Fairtrade products, such as cof¬ 
fee, in its meetings and canteen. 

The council would have to 
appoint an officer and a council¬ 
lor to liaise with the Fairtrade 
Steering Group. 

Fairtrade is a tool for develop¬ 
ment that ensures disadvantaged 
farmers and workers in develop¬ 
ing countries get a better deal 
when customers buy their prod¬ 
ucts. 

David Jonathan, of Grassroots, 


said: “This campaign was first 
launched in 2007. 

“We get into the community as 
much as possible and we even 
have the UK’s first Fairtrade 
Hindu temple in Luton along 
with churches and Luton’s syna¬ 
gogue. 

“The campaign will end in 2011 
at some point when we have 
achieved Fairtrade status for the 
town. 

“I am very pleased with how it 
has gone so far and it is a very 
awarding and satisfying process.”

Assessment to focus on town’s childcare provision 


LUTON Borough Council is 
seeking residents’ views about 
whether the level of childcare in 
the town is as good as it should 
be. 

All local authorities must carry 
out a Childcare Sufficiency 
Assessment to identify any gaps 
and, where reasonably 
practicable, develop plans to 
ensure childcare provision meets 
parents and carers’ needs, 
allowing them to go to work or 
undertake training leading to 
work. 

The overall findings of the last 


assessment, published in March 
2008, indicated a general 
satisfaction with mainstream 
childcare provision but with 
some areas to focus on. 

The council then worked on 
flexible, extended and free 
nursery education for all three 
and four year olds and free 
nursery education for two year 
olds where parents are getting 
benefits. 

Access to childcare for children 
with disabilities was also 
increased and more families 
were informed about the 


benefits of formal childcare and 
the availability of tax credits. 

Improving the quality, access 
and inclusion of early years and 
childcare providers as well as 
providing extended services and 
safe places for older children and 
young people were also achieved. 

A report on the latest 
assessment will be published by 
the end of March 2011.

TRAVEL 

SHROPSHIRE UNION CANAL 

AS a beach-loving holidaymaker, it 
was with some trepidation that I hit 
the seven seas for a three-day 
autumn boating trip. 

And even more so as my shipmates 
were three ladies more accustomed 
to wine and heels, than water and 
eels. 

But as always, me hearties were 
ready to take on a challenge. 

Ok, it might not have quite been the 
seven seas, but to us the Shropshire 
Union Canal was difficult enough. 

Jumping aboard Countrywide 
Cruisers’ four-man boat Sir Ulfius, 
we were all pleasantly surprised. 

The best way to describe it is a 
caravan on water but a nice one. 

It had two double beds and, luckily, 


two bathrooms and two showers. The 
kitchen was small, but fully equipped 
and we even had a television, 
although the signal wasn’t great. 

Before we set off, the very patient 
guide from Countrywide Cruisers 
showed us how to work the boat and 
even stayed on board for the first 
mile or so while we got the hang of it. 

It really is quite simple. You switch 
the engine on, make it go faster or 
slower, and steer. 

Actually, the steering wasn’t quite so 
simple. The long pole (I can’t remem¬ 
ber the technical name for this) you 
steer with is super sensitive and a tad 
confusing, as left means right and 
vice versa. 

Now, after a few glasses of vino, this 
can prove to be most difficult and on 
more than one occasion we ended up 
horizontally across the canal.

particularly challenging, but by day 
three even this fashion designer from 
Marston Moretaine had the hang of 
it. 

Now, one thing your company will 
tell you before you set sail is that the 
canal boating community is the 
friendliest bunch of people you’ll 
ever meet. 

That is true until you make a mis¬ 


take, get stuck or cause a river traffic 
jam. 

Then they are definitely the least 
friendly group you will ever meet. 

Once we had mastered jumping off 
to moor up - which is not for the 
faint-hearted - our next objective was 
to stop at as many pubs as possible 
en route. 

And in our three days on the water, 
remembering we had to turn around 
and go back half way through, we 
made it to the Navigation Pub in 
Gnosall for a lovely, reasonably 
priced evening meal. 

We also stopped for a tipple at the 
tiny (and strange) Anchor pub, just 
past Norbury, and tried to get into the 
Wharf Tavern on the border with 
Staffordshire, although we were 
thwarted by timings. 

But apart from eating, drinking and 
being merry, there was little more to 


do along the canals for us party- 
loving girls. 

The scenery was nice in parts 
although mostly just trees and a bit of 
farmland. 

But with the sun shining and a beer 
in hand, it made a change to just 
relax into the nothingness. 

If you are going to do it, here are a 
few tips gleamed from our first boat¬ 
ing holiday. 

■ Don’t moor up in the dark or 
you’ll end up in someone’s garden.

PART I 


Power to make general vesting declaration

under Section 4 of the Compulsory Purchase (Vesting Declarations) Act 1981. This nas the effect, subject to 
paragraph 4 below, of vesting the land in the Authority at the end of the period mentioned in paragraph 2 below. A 
declaration may not be made before the end of a period of two months from the first publication of a notice which 
includes this statement except with the consent in writing of every occupier of the land affected. 

Notices concerning general vesting declaration 

2. As soon as may be after the Authority make a general vesting declaration, they must serve notice of it on every 
occupier of any of the land specified in the declaration (except land where there is one of the tenancies described in 
paragraph 3) and on every person who gives them information relating to the land in pursuance of the invitation 
contained in any notice. When the service of notices of the general vesting declaration is completed, a further period 
begins to run. This period, which must not be less than 28 days, will be specified in the declaration. On the first day 
after the end of this period ("the vesting date") the land described in the declaration will, subject to what is said in 
paragraph 4, vest in the Authority together with the right to enter on the land and take possession of it. Every person 
on whom the Authority could have served a notice to treat in respect of his interest in the land (other than a tenant 
under one of the tenancies described in paragraph 3) will be entitled to claim compensation for the acquisition of 
his interest in the land, with interest on the compensation from the vesting date. 

Modifications with respect to certain tenancies 

3. In the case of certain tenancies, the position stated above is subject to modifications. The modifications apply where 
the tenancy is either a "minor tenancy", i.e. a tenancy for a year or a yearly tenancy or a lesser interest, or "a long 
tenancy which is about to expire". The latter expression means a tenancy granted for an interest greater than a minor 
tenancy but having on the vesting date a period still to run which is not more than the period specified in the 
declaration for this purpose (which must be more than a year). In calculating how long a tenancy has still to run, 
where any option to renew or to terminate it is available to either party, it shall be assumed that the landlord will take 
every opportunity open to him to terminate the tenancy while the tenant will use every opportunity to retain or renew 
his interest. 


4. The modifications are that the Authority may not exercise the right of entry referred to in paragraph 2 in respect of 
land subject to a tenancy described in paragraph 3 unless they first serve notice to treat in respect of the tenancy 
and then serve every occupier of the land with a notice of their intention to enter and take possession after the period 
(not less than 14 days from the service of the notice) specified in the notice.

RICHARD Money was emotional and dis¬ 
appointed following Luton Town’s 3-1 vic¬ 
tory over Bath City after supporters 
jeered him following a substitution. 

Money took off Danny Crow on 74 min¬ 
utes and replaced him with Dan Walker at a 
stage in the game where the Hatters were 
looking comfortable and Bath were creat¬ 
ing very little threat despite pulling a goal 
back just after the hour. 

Large sections of supporters booed the 
manager when they saw the ex-Cambridge 
United striker leaving the pitch and cries of 
‘You don’t know what you’re doing’ echoed 
around Kenilworth Road. 

“I’m disappointed, I’m very disappoint¬ 
ed,” said Money. 

“It’s what I said two weeks ago when I 
talked about signing another contract. 

“If everybody’s not together in all of this, I 
won’t sign it. If they can’t trust me to make 
the right substitutions, I’m wasting my 
time. 

“Everyone tells me that Howells and 
Barnes-Homer together for England were 
outstanding. 

“We had to do something in the middle of 
the pitch. It meant taking one of the strik¬ 
ers off so I put Barnes-Homer and Howells 
in that situation and they were terrific. 

“I matched up Besta and Keane with the 
other two players and played three up top.
